AS/400  UPDATE 

COOL  MOVE!  At  about  3:30  PM  on 
October  31st  Rita  MacDonald  pulled  the 
plug  on  0001979  and  it  was  appropriate 
in  that  she  brought  that  5520  system  unit 
into  service  many  years  ago.  The  reason 
it  was  a "cool  move"  was  that  we’re  still 
trying  to  adjust  the  room  air  conditioning 
to  compensate  for  the  heat  loss.  Coinci- 
dentally Brenda  Birkholz,  who  has  taken 
over  Rita’s  past  position  was  in  the 
process  of  weaning  the  Barrhead  staff 
from  5520  E-Mail  to  their  new  AS/400 
System. 

The  plan  for  1991/92  was  to  complete 
the  IBM  5520  replacement  project  with 
the  AS/400  product  line  and  guess  what, 
I think  we’re  going  to  make  this  target. 
The  last  two  5520’ s will  be  rolled  out 
the  door  sometime  in  November.  For 
those  of  you  who  worked  with  the  product 
over  the  last  ten  years  you  can  appreciate 
my  comment  when  I say  the  old  work 
horse  served  us  well  over  that  period  of 
time. 

Technology  has  changed  dramatically  over 
the  past  ten  years  and  we  are  confident 
the  acquisition  of  the  AS/400  systems  will 
allow  us  to  take  advantage  of  those 
changes  and  address  the  needs  of  the 
90’s.  For  the  trivia  buffs  and  those  who 
like  to  make  comparisons,  the  information 
storage  capacity  we  now  have  in  place, 
AS/400  vs  5520  has  increased  by  roughly 
20  times  and  can  grow  much  further. 
The  completion  of  the  new  network  and 
a lot  of  effort  in  the  area  of  organizational 
AIP  plans  should  go  a long  way  in  using 


and  distributing  information  to  better  sup- 
port our  clients. 

As  far  as  the  technology  goes  we’re 
looking  to  bigger  and  better  performance 
in  the  AS/400  product  announcements  and 
a number  of  useful  changes  to  allow  us 
to  integrate  more  of  our  functions.  There 
are  rumours  aplenty  that  RISC  processors 
will  be  part  of  the  product  in  the  near 
future.  For  those  of  you  with  numeric 
intensive  operations,  engineering,  scientific 
etc.  or  a passion  for  a UNIX/AIX 
environment,  this  may  mean  something. 
More  flexibility  is  also  on  its  way  with 
the  integration  of  PC  based  software  and 
the  AS/400  functions.  There  are  thousands 
of  business  partners  supplying  hardware 
and  software  products  for  the  AS/400, 
although  not  nearly  as  many  as  in  the  PC 
world,  it  is  growing  and  more  new 
applications  and  products  are  coming  out 
to  support  our  needs. 

Where  are  we  as  a department  going  with 
the  product?  Well  you  can  check  out  Ed 
Stiksma’s  contribution  to  the  newsletter 
for  a start.  On  the  hardware  side  of 
things  we  have  some  plans  for  next  year 
but  we  all  have  an  appreciation  for  the 
budget  situation  so  I won’t  make  any 
comments  until  that  is  resolved. 

We  are  pursuing  the  district  office  con- 
nections and  hope  to  have  those  that  have 
been  requested  completed  by  the  yuletide 
season.  The  remote  access  feature  is 
proving  to  be  popular  with  our  travelling 
staff  and  we  are  now  looking  into  national 
and  international  communications  networks 


to  improve  the  service.  Alas  we  are 
behind  in  our  Image  pilot  project  but 
we’re  closer  in  that  all  of  the  required 
hardware  and  software  is  now  here.  Dave 
Yakabuski  can  vouch  for  that,  I showed 
it  to  him  and  asked  him  to  trust  me,  it’ll 
be  in  his  area  as  soon  as  we  patch  it 
together. 

We’re  also  looking  into  some  co- 
operative processing  software  that  would 
allow  you  to  pick  and  choose  information 
from  an  AS/400  database  and  incorporate 
it  into  PC  based  software.  An  example 
would  be  extracting  selected  data  from 
the  Dairy  database  and  dropping  it  into 
your  spreadsheet  for  further  analysis  or 
graphing. 

Since  August  I have  made  a number  of 
presentations  to  organizational  units  within 
the  department  on  the  capabilities  and 
plans  for  the  AS/400.  The  session  is 
focused  around  a twenty  minute  video 
depicting  some  of  the  functionality  of  the 
AS/400.  After  that  I try  to  outline  where 
those  capabilities  would  fit  within  the 
department  and  we  open  things  up  for 
questions  and  answers.  To  date  we’ve 
found  it  to  be  a good  computer  awareness 
session  and  the  Q & A isn’t  restricted  to 
the  AS/400  technology.  If  you  would 
like  to  have  this  presentation  held  for 
your  group  call  or  drop  me  a note  via 
AS/400.

AS/400  DEVELOPMENT  STATUS 


Jn  the  last  issue  of  the  AIP  Newsletter, 
I wrote  about  CASE  tools  and  Fourth 
Generation  Programming  Languages 
(4GL).  I won’t  say  much  more  about 
those  topics  other  than  that  the  department 
has  selected  POWERHOUSE  from 
COGNOS  as  its  4GL  and  POWERCASE 
as  its  CASE  tool.  System  analysts  from 
Systems  Development,  Central  Program 
Support  and  Animal  Health  have  completed 
their  initial  training  in  POWERHOUSE 
and  will  shortly  be  putting  their  new  skills 
to  work. 

Many  of  you  may  be  asking,  what’s  so 
special  about  POWERHOUSE 
that  we  have  to  write  about  it 
in  the  newsletter.  I’ll  try  to  be 
brief  in  my  explanation.  The 
department,  over  the  past  few 
years,  has  converted  from  the 
IBM  5520  system  to  the  IBM 
AS/400.  Using  the  AS/400  as 
the  base,  the  department  is  in 
the  final  phases  of  creating  a 
shared  network  to  all  organ- 
izational units.  Access  thru  the 
shared  network  begins  at  the 
AS/400  Main  Menu.  Many  of 
you  are  using  items  1 and  2 
but  I would  like  to  direct  you 
to  items  5 and  6 (General 
Applications  and  Custom  Appli- 
cations). The  software  that  is 
executed  when  you  select  any 
item  under  General  Applications 
or  Custom  Applications  was 
written  in  a computer  language 
called  RPG.  RPG  is  classified 
as  a 3rd  generation  language. 

The  majority  of  future  devel- 
opment will  be  in  POWER- 
HOUSE. 

POWERHOUSE  uses  the  computer  to 
translate  simple  commands  into  many 
executable  commands.  What  does  this 
all  mean  to  you  as  a user  of  the  AS/400. 
Many  of  you  have  worked  with  Systems 
Development  in  the  development  of  your 
computer  application.  Depending  on  the 
nature  of  your  application,  some  appli- 
cations take  a fair  bit  of  time  to  develop. 

If  changes  are  required,  or  if  a special 
report  is  requested,  these  could  be  delayed 
due  to  the  programming  language.  With 
the  acquisition  of  these  new  products  we 
hope  to  improve  that  situation  and  included 
many  more  items  under  General  Appli- 
cations and  Custom  Applications  to  assist 
organizational  units  with  their  objectives. 
I would  like  to  finish  by  giving  you  a 
rundown  of  what  being  put  into  the 
AS/400  and  what’s  being  projected  in  the 
coming  months.  I mentioned 
POWERCASE  above  but  I’ll  ‘have  more 
to  say  about  it  in  the  next  issue. 

The  department’s  Mailing  Label  System 
is  running  full  steam  ahead.  Todate,  we 


have  50+  databases  up  and  running.  The 
majority  of  users  are  in  the  J G 
O’Donoghue  Bldg  with  additional  users  in 
the  Lethbridge  & Red  Deer  Regional 
offices.  If  you  have  a mailing  list  with 
hundreds  or  thousands  of  names  & ad- 
dresses and  would  like  to  know  how  you 
can  use  the  dept’s  system,  please  call 
Phyllis  Jordan  or  Stewart  Mccaslin  in 
Systems  Development  at  427  —2101  or 
147-2101. 

The  Dairy  Product  Quality  System  is 
nearing  completion.  Final  testing  and 
implementation  will  take  place  in  the  next 


An  initial  review  has  begun  on  the 
possibility  of  putting  a department  bulletin 
board  on  the  AS/400.  As  I see  it  now, 
there  would  be  a menu  with  various 
subjects  listed.  You  would  select  the 
subject  you  are  interested  in  and  the 
computer  will  direct  you  to: 

A.  Add  a question  to  the  database. 

B.  Review  the  dialogue  from  the 
beginning  or  begin  at  a certain 
location. 

C.  Continue  the  current  dialogue. 

Here’s  an  example.  A DA  in  St.  Paul 
has  a problem  with  a barley  crop  in 
his/her  district.  He/ she  would  dial  into 
the  AS/400,  get  into  the  bulletin  board 
and  select  "Crops".  He/she  could  review 
the  database  for  similar  problems  or  enter 
his/her  problem  for  review.  This  opens 
up  his/her  question  to  all  staff  that  have 
access  to  the  shared  network. 

(By  chance,  I had  to  pick  a DA  office 
that  has  has  both  a male  and  female  DA). 


Like  it?  Here’s  another  couple  of  ideas. 
How  about  a "Department  News  File"  on 
a bulletin  board.  There’s  more.  Its  also 
been  suggested  that  we  have  a "Bargain 
Finder  File"  as  part  of  the  bulletin  board. 
Give  me  or  Stewart  McCaslin  your 
thoughts  or  ideas  at  427  —2101  but  we 
prefer  E-mail. 

In  recent  months  Systems  Development 
has  been  receiving  numerous  requests  for 
a expenditure  monitoring  system.  Some 
organizational  units  are  monitoring  their 
expenditures  on  paper,  while  others  are 
using  Lotus  123,  Reflex,  Paradox,  etc. 

In  cooperation  with  Finance  & 
Admin  and  the  Internal  Auditor, 
Systems  Development  will  de- 
velop a common  system  on  the 
AS/400  which  will  be  available 
to  all  organizational  units.  Plant 
Industry  Division  has  volun- 
teered to  be  the  planning  & test 
group.  If  you  would  like  to 
use  the  system  in  the  future  or 
find  out  more  about  the  system 
or  wish  to  add  some  input, 
please  contact  Sharon  Berry  or 
myself  at  427  —2101.  The  code 
name  for  this  project  will  be 
S.A.M.  (Standard  Account 
Monitoring  system). 

Remember  Rita  Macdonald.  She 
has  returned,  but  in  a new  role. 
Rita  will  be  using  her  new  skills 
that  she  acquired  through  her 
certification  program  these  past 
many  years.  Rita  has  left  the 
office  support  area  and  has 
begun  to  work  in  the  application 
support  area.  Her  initial  area 
of  responsibility  will  be  Infor- 
mation Services  Division.  More  details 
will  be  forthcoming  in  the  next  newsletter. 

Marketing  Information  System  continues 
in  the  implementation  phase.  Busy  beavers 
in  Marketing  are  collecting  information 
from  the  Trade  Directors  and  Development 
officers  to  update  their  database. 

Work  continues  on  improving  the  Animal 
Health  Information  system.  Lethbridge 
& Fairview  are  still  waiting  patiently  to 
get  on  the  system. 

A change  in  access  equipment  required 
additional  hardware  purchases.  Dec/91 
and  Jan/92  are  the  new  dates. 

Last,  but  not  least,  work  has  begun  on 
developing  a new  Grant  Monitoring  system 
for  Finance  & Admin.  Look  out  April 
1,92. 

The  door  is  open  on  discussing  any  of 
the  above  or  any  area  that  could  be 
improved  thru  computerization.  ED

SIGNATURE  REVISITED 


Qn  November  14,  1991  the  Systems 
Management  Group  approved  revised  stan- 
dards for  word  processing  in  the  De- 
partment. 

It  has  become  apparent  that  in  order  to 
meet  current  and  future  word  processing 
requirements,  the  Department  must  move 
away  from  the  single  word  processing 
standard  to  one  that  reflects  its  activities. 
This  will  be  a "tiered"  standard  reflecting 
the  different  levels  of  word  processing 
skills  that  exist,  the  platforms  used  and 
the  transferability  of  documents  across 
both  platforms  and  word  processing  pack- 
ages. 

For  the  basic  skill  level,  that  of  the 
average  user;  DisplayWrite  on  the  micro- 
computer and  OfficeVision/400  word  pro- 
cessing will  remain  as  the  elementary 
standard.  Although  IBM  has  stated  that 
no  further  versions  of  DisplayWrite  will 
be  developed,  the  company  has  made  a 
commitment  to  continue  supporting  the 
package  for  the  foreseeable  future.  This 
support  will  include  limited  upgrades  to 
maintain  printer  and  processor  compat- 
ibility. Both  DisplayWrite  and 
OfficeVision/400  are  relatively  easy  to 
learn  and  use,  and  training  is  available 
(although  the  choice  is  somewhat  limited 
for  DisplayWrite).  Both  packages  have 
some  advanced  features,  however  the 
inclusion  of  graphics  is  not  yet  supported 
by  OfficeVision/400,  and  DisplayWrite 
requires  you  to  obtain  the  "Composer" 
extension  to  work  with  graphics.  These 
packages  are  directly  compatible  and  docu- 
ments created  in  either  can  be  transferred 
between  them  with  little  difficulty. 

For  the  higher  level  of  skill,  that  of  the 
advanced  user;  it  is  apparent  that 
DisplayWrite  and,  currently,  OfficeVision/ 
400,  do  not  offer  all  the  advanced  features 
required.  To  meet  these  requirements  an 
advanced  level  word  processing  standard 
has  been  developed  using  the  following 
criteria: 

Access  to  training  must  be  readily 
available. 

There  must  be  a high  degree  of 
compatibility  between  the  advanced  stand 
dard  package  and  the  elementary  standard 
package  (excluding  the  ability  to  handle 
graphics). 

The  package  chosen  must  be  a well 
established  and  stable  product. 

The  package  selected  by  the  AIP  Standards 
Committee  for  advanced  word  processing 
is  Wordperfect  5.1. 

Wordperfect  is  the  leading  word  processing 
package  in  terms  of  sales  and  includes  all 
the  advanced  features  likely  to  be  required 
by  the  Department.  Wordperfect  also  has 
a built  in  conversion  utility  allowing 


transfer  of  documents  between  it  and 
many  other  word  processing  packages 
including  both  DisplayWrite  and 
OfficeVision/400.  In  addition  to  the 
built-in  utility  there  are  available  several 
third  party  utilities,  endorsed  by 
Wordperfect,  that  can  be  used  to  transfer 
not  only  text  documents  but  spreadsheet 
and  database  files.To  summarize,  the  new 
Departmental  word  processing  standards 
are  as  follows: 

Average  Requirements 
Microcomputers  — DisplayWrite  4 or  5 
AS/400  - OfficeVision/400 

Advanced  requirements 
Microcomputers  — Wordperfect  5.1 
AS/400  - OfficeVision/400 

(Currently  OfficeVision/400  does  not 
support  the  inclusion  of  graphics). 

Systems  Development  Division  will  pro 
vide  full  support  for  DisplayWrite  and 
OfficeVision/400  and  co-ordinate 
training  in  both  these  packages. 

Systems  Development  Division  will  pro 
vide  support  for  network  integration  and 
document  conversion  for  Wordperfect. 
Basic  "keyboard"  support  including 
training  will  be  the  responsibility  of 
Organizational  Units. 

A document  detailing  the  new  standards 
has  been  sent  to  Members  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  all  Directors,  Branch  Heads 
and  District  Offices. 

Having  adopted  this  "tiered"  standard, 
care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  an  uncon- 
trolled switch  from  the  existing 
DisplayWrite  environment  to  Wordperfect. 
The  Department  has  made  a substantial 
investment  of  public  money  in  the  current 
environment  and  this  should  not  be  written 
off. 

For  most  users  the  familiar  and  relatively 
simple  DisplayWrite  package  will  remain 
adequate  to  meet  their  needs  for  some 
time  to  come.  Heads  of  Organizational 
Units  must  therefore  carefully  examine 
their  word  processing  needs  before  de- 
ciding how  many  packages  of  Wordperfect 
they  require.  Most  Organizational  Units 
that  NEED  Wordperfect  already  have  the 
package  in  place.  Wordperfect  5.1  is 
available  through  Peter  Hesketh  at  a cost 
of  $248.00.

rJTie  last  two  issues  of  the  newsletter 
contained  passing  references  to  a new 
IBM  word  processing  package  which  was 
being  developed  as  a replacement  to 
DisplayWrite. 

Many  of  you  are  by  now  aware  that  a 
test  version  of  this  package,  "SIG- 
NATURE" was  supplied  to  us  by  IBM 
and  copies  were  distributed  to  the  regions 
and  several  headquarters  divisions  for 
evaluation. 

It  was  generally  felt  that  "SIGNATURE" 
though  superior  to  DisplayWrite  was  not 
a revolutionary  product  in  terms  of  word 
processing  packages. 

This  all  became  academic,  however,  when 
the  release  of  "SIGNATURE"  was  post- 
poned the  day  before  the  official  release 
date.  This  postponement  was  due  to  a 
reorganization  at  IBM  and  the  subsequent 
disbandment  of  IBM’s  PC  software 
development  facility.  Since  this  occurred 
it  has  been  learned  that  "SIGNATURE" 
has  been  returned  to  XYQuest  Inc.  who 
were  its  joint  developers  with  IBM  and 
who  will  now  market  the  product  them- 
selves.
